WASHINGTON, March 1.—1 givj you to- 
day some pictures of the United Stfttes 
senate, or the American house of lords. 
It 
is composed of seventv-six members—many 
rich, a few poor, and all respectable. Visitors 
at Washington are disgusted with the din 
and dirt of the house of representatives, and 
•rs delighted with the solemn decorum of 
the senat>. 
The gallery loafer can on ordi- 
nary davs sleep here undisturbed, and the 
nervous may usually visit the senate without 
fear of bf Ing shocked. 
The average day in 
the United States senate is of little interest 
•von to the senators themselves. The speaker 
on the floor at 
such 
times talks 
to 
the empty air, and his brother senators, 
knowing that he is making his spsech chiefly 
for his constituents, go on with t eir chat- 
ting, reading and their writing of letters as 
though he was not in existence. 
Still the 
senate chamber is full of interest. The cham- 
ber Itself covers the fourth of an acre, and 
its galleries rise from it^ four sides like those 
of a great rectangular circus pit. in which 
the vfeitors can look down on the senatorial 
performing below. 
Bach new coa- 
grcas makes many changes in vhe personnel 
of the actors, and death adds to these during 
BMurly every sesstoa Yonng Senator Chaos 
M a y holds the gray-bearded An^ay'a 


•ettf their ruler, Capt. Bassett is often 
taken for Senator Edmunds. 
He sits in a 
great, leather-cushioned chair, just below 
Vice-Pre.sidont Sherman, aud he feeLs the 
dignity of his position perhaps more than 
any man in the senate chamber. Little page 
boys sit on the steps beside him. and he 
thumps them on the head when he orders 
them to go on errands- 
For fifty-four 
years Capt. Bassett has been in the employ 
of tbe senate, and he has not mis.sed half a 
dozen days during that.time. Away back in 
1830, when he was a black haired boy, 
like the smallest of these pages over whom 
he now rules, Daniel Webster took him on 
his knee and asked him if he would not like 
to be a senate page. 
He replied yes, and 
the thing was done. 
Since then he has been 
continuously in service at the Capitol, and 
he has seen generation after generation of 
senatorial great men rise an 1 t alL 
He 
heard the great debate of Webster and 
Hayne, and he says the most, wonderful 
speaker he has ever known was Henry Clay. 
He knew Calhoun, saw Brookes strike Sum- 
ner, and was a great friend of Sam Hous- 
ton. 
He can talk to you by the hour about 
the vice-'presidents of the past, and he will 
relate witli a laugh how Martiu Van Buran 
borrowed fiity cents of him to buy -nuflC while 
bs was vice-president and went away for- 
gattixag .to repay iu 
The senator.^ were 
great MaS takers in those days, he will tell 
you, Iknd they used to keep a snuff box on 
the 
vice-president's 
desk.

Ho has been reporting speeches 
since 1860, and he has been connected with 
the senate for a full generation. 
He was 
the leading short-hand man in the trial of 
President Lincoln's assassins, and he ha<i re- 
ported all of the senators from Webster until 
now. 
"Daniel Webster," Jie says, '*talked 
very slow. 
Henry Clay averaged about 150 
words a minute, and the fastest speakers we 
have to-day are Senators Beck, Morgan, 
Hawley and Plumb. 
The average of sena- 
torial speaking to-day is abo it 150 words 
a minute, though some senators range as 
high as 20L), and some at times 225L 


During a lively se-;sion of the senate the 
galleries fill up as if by magia 
The riedng 
benches are seated with a crowd of Wash- 
ington co.smopolitanisnx 
The blue seats set 
aside for the diplomats are fllied with for-

The gold and white division 
known as the press gallery is alive with cor- 
respondents, who, with telegraph messen- 
gers at their side, write page after page to 
be put upon the wire almost as fast as it 
leaves thoir pens. The reserved gallery set 
aside for the senators' families is crowded 
with a kid-g'oved throng and the general 
and ence seats have all classes, from the 
Washington loafer who comes here because 
it is cheaper to sit in the senate than to have

Graham's crime is on every person's 
tongue and he would have been lynched 
last night, but for the appeal of T. Leo 
Breese, of Fort Wayne, who counseled 
no violence. 
The following announce- 
ment that Graham was at work on an- 
other document covering the crime end 
the circumstances that led to it, also al- 
layed public feeling and is as follows:

EDITOR HERALD: Will you please state 
in your p»per that I now have another 
communication to make for the public, 
which I 
am now preparing. 
In that 
statement I shall fully show the origin 
and operation of many things that now 
Beem mysterious. It will require several 
days steady work in its preparation, and 
nothing will be advanced that cannot be 
substantiated by the most clear and di- 
rect evidence. 
If my statement, amply 
supported by evidence, strikes auy one, 
however prominent, it is simply because 
they are in range of my tire. 
I have en- 
deavored to do exact justice in my state- 
ment of 
to-day, 
and 
had 
I 
been 
treated in a 
different 
manner 
by 
, a party whose name has been mentioned 
in connection with this case, I would 
, have gone to my grave without divulg- 
ing any of the sensational features of the 
case. 
But the attempt of Mrs. Molloy. 
by her agents, to have a mob close my 
mouth, has determined me to speak. As 
I said before, for myself I have nothing 
to ask, but in order to enable certain 
Christian people in several states to clear 
their conscieaces, I shall give them an 
opportunity to make that open confession 
which is said to be good for the BOUI. 
While in the case of the murder the 
whole truth has been told, yet in other 
matters 1 am inclined to adopt Grant's 
whisky ring motto and say: "Let no 
guilty person escape."

Baymond, F. W. Niel, B. Everett, 
and Walter McPherson, good and lawful 
men, householders of the county afore- 
said, who being sworn and charged dili- 
gently to inquire on the preeentment as 
to how, in what manner, and by whom 
the said Sarah Graham came to her death, 
upon their oaths, after having heard the 
evidence, and upon full icquiry coucern- 
ing the facts, aud a careful examination 
of the said body, do find that the de- 
ceased came to her death at tbe hands of 
George E. Graham, by a pistol wound 
in the right side of the breast, and by 
other ui^nown ways, and that Emma 
Molloy aud Cora E. Lee were accessories 
thereto, etc.* 


[Signed by the coroner and jury. ] 
The testimony of Charley Graham 
yesterday, on being recalled, has turned 
sentiment against Mrs. Molloy. 
He 
said: 
"There was 
trouble between 
mother and Mrs. Molloy at Washington, 
Kan., about m y father. 
I don't know 
the cause of it. 
H e treated Mrs. Molloy 
better than mamma, and tLey quarreled. 
Mother didn't like the way he treated 
Mrs. Molloy. 
Mother and father occu- 
pied the same bed. 
I have seen Mrs. 
Molloy and Cora Lee in the same bed 
with father." 


Mrs. Abbie Breese has Graham's two 
children at the Southern hotel. 
The 
trunk that Graham left at B«v. Plumb's 
parsonage was opened for the first time, 
and Mrs. Breese wept profusely as she 
recognized the several garments of her 
sister as they were taken out. 
She said 
Mrs. Graham had had trouble with het 
husband in Elgin, 111., and Mrs. Molloy 
was the cause. 
She would write notes 
to Graham and allure him from home. 
Graham first became acquainted with 
Mrs. Molloy while iu prison for horse 
stealing. 
A 
correspondent 
called 
on Mrs. Cora Lee-Graham and found 
her very much dejected and feeling 
keenly the situation in whioh she is 
placed, but she also was not isclined to 
talk mnoh, and at timea gave rent to her 
f e d i i ^ in teaia« 
Sheaaad ahe did not 


know who to tmst; that she did not know 
that she could trust anyone in the world 
now. 
She is about twenty years old, 
and is apparently above the average in 
intelligence. 
As to the chai-ge against 
her she stoutly protested her innocence, 
and entertained no doubt that she wonld 
be acquitted. 
Begarding her history 
and association with Mrs. Molloy, her 
marriage to Graham, etc., she expressed 
herself in a desultory way substautilly as 
follows: 
" I first met Mrs. Molloy, at 
Elkhart. Ind., where I lived with my 
two sisters, one of whom is now married, 
and the other, Emma Lee, is living 
at 
the 
Molloy 
place. 
I 
have 
lived 
with Mrs. 
Molloy since I was 
at 
Elkhart, 
and 
she 
has 
always 
treated me with great kindness. 
I was 
married to George E 
Graham on the 
Molloy farm on the 18th of last July by 
Bev. J. C. Plumb. 
I did not know that 
Graham had been re married to his 
former wife after they had been di- 
vorced, before I married him. 
He ad- 
vised me of the divorce from his former 
wife and pleaded repentance for having 
lived with her in adultery since they left 
Fort Wayne in 1879 until she went back 
from Washington, Kan., more than a 
year ago. 
No one can truthfully charge 
that I have wronged or mistreated in the 
least Graham's two little bojs, and Sher- 
ifi" Cox there knows how much they both 
think of me. 
The youngest is one of the 
brightest children I ever saw, but the 
great pity is that he has the very 
nature of his father, and if he is not 
carefully guarded he will follow in his 
footsteps. 
When you see George Gra- 
ham this evening ask him, for me, to 
confess all he knows about the murder of 
Sarah Graham. 
He knows I am inno- 
cent, and should do this in justice."

Grabam's Life by Himself. 


While an inmate of the northern pris- 
on during his second term, Graham 
wrote a brief history of his career, and 
gave it to H. B. Miller, who was then 
chaplain of tbe institution. 
The article 
is written with a beautiful hand, is nice- 
ly stated, and a gem, grammatically, but 
all through it breathes the word, hypo- 
crite. 
Here it is. 
Judge for yourself: 


MICHIGAN CITY, I n d . , J a n . 4, '80. 
DEAR 
CHAPLAIN: 
I understand your 
request (made in the chapel to-day) to 
be for a synopsis of the leading events in 
the lives of the men, and for the imme- 
diate cause of their present confinement. 
I find on a review that the principal 
events of my life, chronologically record- 
ed, are about as felloaws: 
Name, George Graham. 
Age, 29 years. 
Born in Allegheny City, Pa. 
Residence, Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Married, wife nnd two children. 
June Ist, 1870, in good standing in 
society; strictly temperate; a member of 
O. G. T. and in a good situation. 
About July 4tb, 1870, began to take a 
drink once in a while in company with 
young men. 


Sei^t. 10th, 1870, dismissed from my 
situation for intoxication on duty. 


Oct. Ist, 1870, expelled from member- 
ship in the Good Templars lodge for re- 
peated violations of their obligations. 


From October 1, 1870, to April 25, 
1873, going from bad to worse; doing 
anything for whisky. 


May 29, 1873, sentenced to this prison 
for five years for horse stealing (a crime 
no man in sober senses would commit.) 


Dec. 25, 1877, served the five years 
(less the commutation or good time al- 
lowed); was never reported for any cause 
duriug this term, thus demonstratiuR 
that I can do pretty uearly right when 
not in the vicinity of liquor. 


Deo. 26, 1877, returned to Fort Wayne 
and resolved to never dr nk again; was 
taken by the hand aud assisted by every 
person. 


Jan. 2l8t, 1878, elected a member of 
Amity lodge of Good Templars. 


April Ist, 78, appointed deputy asses- 
sor of the city of Fort Wayne. 


April 29th, '78, elected secretary of the 
Good Ti mplars lodge, and was re-elected 
for four consecutive terms to the same 
position. 


June Ist, '78, became a member of the 
Reformed Men's Christian Temperance 
union. 


April 1st, '79, re-appointed deputy 
assessor of the city of Fort Wayne. 


July 10th, '79, entered the race for 
county constable before the county com- 
missioners, and July 16, '79, was elected 
county constable by the commissioners, 
defeating two candidates. 


July 17, '76, resigned my position as 
deputy assessor, and. "like an ox goeth 


o the slaughter, or a fool to the stocks" 
(the last seems more appropriate), was 
persuaded by some friends (?) to take a 
drink over my election. 
' Only beer, 
you know; that can't hurt you." 
Se- 
quel—I went home drunk. 


August 23, '76, reprimanded by my 
lodge for a violation of my obligations as 
a Good Templar. 


About Get. 15, '79, expelled from the 
Good Templars lodge, and trom the Re- 
formed Men's Union, for drunknness. 


Nov. 20, '79, forced to resign as county 
constacle. Drank too much to attend to 
my bu..iue8s, although two mouths pre- 
vii us I hud a general reputation as the 
"best constable in the county." 


Dec. 3, arrested for forgery and re- 
ceived a two-years sentence for it the 40th 
of he same month. 


Retrospect, the past a complete fail- 
ure. 


Prospect, the future—hopeless. 
The only resolution that I make is that 
I will die before I will drink again. 
If I 
had been possessed of a greater amount 
of moral stamina, I suppose "it might 
have been" different with mo to-day.

Edwin Booth, in New York 
Star: 
"We shall never be able to elevate the 
stage of this country into a position of 
dignity," said he, "until the people who 
follow it bring to their -work earnest- 
ness, intelligence, and a disposition to 
improve themselves. 
At present there 
is a contempt for knowledg^e and an un- 
willingness to be burdened with it 
among our actors. 
There is also a de- 
sire to make the individual conspicuous, 
to the injury of the representation. As 
soon as a player has attained enough 
prominence to command attention he 
bursts into the firmament of stars, pre- 
ferring often the notoriety thus ob- 
tained 
among the ignorant to the 
commendation of judicious and thought- 
ful i>bservers. 
While playing with Mr. 
Ir\ ing at his Lyceum Theater I was 
strongly impressed by the hearty and 
respectful co-oi^eration 
he 
received 
from 
every 
member of his com- 
pany. 
His suggestions were sensibly 
a lopted without that surly and irritat- 
ing tardiness which a stage director fre- 
quently meets with here. 
If anv one 
mutinied, his place could be quickly 
filled, for the Lyceum is the goal on 
Avhich the eyes of every young English 
player are set. 
I tried to imbue my as- 
sistants with something approaching the 
same 
feeling when I oiJened Booth's 
Theater years ago. 
The company was 
comjjosed of the best available elements 
and our productions Avere quite com- 
l)leto in cast, scenery, and the other ac- 
cessories. 
But the public refused to 
bestow financial encouragement on the 
endeavor, and I lost a fortune. Nor 
did niy actors enter honestly into the 
spirit of the enterprise. 
Thinking they 
would a})prefiate the privilege of re- 
l'errin<>- t<i a copious dramatic library, I 
iittiK-Jied a 
A-aluable o n e t o t h e 
green- 
rooni. 
But I assure you the books Avere 
seldom taken 
doAvn from t h e shelA'cs, 
aixl the opportunities placed 
within 
the reach of all Avere neglected. One 
day I came unexpectedly ujion tAvo of 
my (•omi)any (Migaged in a playful war- 
fare and using some of the rarest vol- 
umes for missiles! 
Then I had the 
library removed from the theater al- 
together."

There is a man connected with every 
theater, one of the busiest toilers in the 
histrionic hive, who ' gets little or no 
thanks for his Avork, and, though men- 
tioned in the program, is seldom known 
to the theater-going world. 
This is the 
prompter. 
If anything goes wrong be- 
hind the scenes, or the play halts, he is 
the unfortunate on whom the blame al- 
Avays falls. 
There is no interval of re- 
l)ose or rest for him. 
During the 
progress of the piece he is compelled to 
keep dodging around the Avings, as the 
characters move about the stage, in or- 
der to be near them in case their mem- 
ory should prove treacherous. 
On his 
judgment and alacrity in giving the 
ciies much of the success of the play 
often hangs. 
Many a first night has 
been spoiled by the inefficiency of the 
])rompter baAvling out the lines within 
hearing of the audience, or for the rea- 
s'n that he Avas not ready at the right 
• to lend assistance to some bewil- 
; 'd novice. 
At the first production 
(jf a play it is by no means infrequent 
for an actor to prepare to make a left 
exit, then pause hesitatingly and go out 
by the right. 
This change of tactics is 
generally inspired by the prompter, 
Avho has Avarned him that he is making 
a Avrong exit. 
An oversight in this 
n)Htter has often rendered a thrilling 
incident absurd. Yet toil as he Avill, the 
prompter is an overworked, 
unappre- 
ciated ])erson by those in front or be- 
hind the curtain. 
If a .scene hitches, if 
an actor forgets his lines, if the prop- 
erties are not at hand, on him the man- 
ager A'isits his anger. 
No employe of a 
theati-r has g r e a t e r responsibilities and 
less appreciation than the prompter.— 
Keijnolo.

Voorhees 
gave as his reason for voting for it, "The 
state of Indiana has over 2,000,000 of 
people in it. There are over 6,000 miles 
of railroad in the state, embracinf? every 
coimty but two within its borders. The 
federal litigation is necessarily large, I 
might say enormous. 
There are four 
courts held by the district judge for the 
district of Indiana—one at Indianapolis, 
one at Fort Wayne, one at New Albany 
and one at Evansville. 
He pays his 
own expenses of travel and of hotels. 
The only criticism I have upon this bill 
is that for such a m an tis occupies that 
bench at this time, performing such ser- 
vice as he does, it is really not enough. 
I should Tbe glad if there could be some 
method, and yet I do not see that there 
can be, by which discrimination can be 
made as to labor or merit on the bench 
in the salaries which we shall pay 
judges."

• vlopted without that surly and irritat- 
ing taviliness which a stage director fre- 
qmmtly meets with here. If any one 
mutinied, his place could be quickly 
filled, for1 the Lyceum is the, goal on 
which the eyes of every young English 
player are -set. I tried to imbue my as- 
sistants with something approaching the 
same feeling when I opened Booth's 
Theater years ago. The company was 
composed of the best available elements 
and our productions were quite com- 
plete in cast, scenery, and the other ac- 
cessories. 
But the public" refused to 


bestow financial encouragement on .the 
endeavor, and I lost a fortune. Nor 
did my actors enter honestly into tbe 
spirit of the enterprise. Thinking they 
would appreciate the privilege of re 
t'crring to a copious dramatic library, I 
attached a valuable one to tbe green- 
room. But I assure you tho books were 
seldom taken down from the shelves, 
und the opportunities placed within 
the reach of all were neglected. 
One 


day I came unexpectedly upon two of 
my company engaged in a playful war- 
fare and using some of the rarest vol- 
umea for missiles! Then I had the 
library removed from the theater, al- 
together."

theater, one of the busiest toilers in the 
histrionic hive, who • gets little or no 
thanks for his work, and, though men- 
tioned in the program, is seldom known 
to the theater-going world.

If iinythiiig goes wrong be- 


hind the scenes, or the play halts, he is 
tho unfortunate on whom tho blame al- 
ways falls. 
There'is no interval of re- 


fi or rest for him. 
During the 


progress of the piece he is compelled to 
keep dodging around the wingsj 'as'tho 
characters inbvb about tho stage, in or- 
der to be near thorn in case their mem- 
ory should prove treacherous. 
On, his 


judgment and alacrity in giving the 
cues much of the success of the play 
often hangs. 
Many a first night has 


n spoiled by the inefficiency of the 


irompter bawling out the linos within 
icaring of tho audience, or for the rea- 


'ii that he was not ready at the right 


• !! to lend assistance to some bewil- 
rcd novice. 
At the first production 


of a play it is by no means infrequent 
for an actor to prepare to make a left 
exit, then pause hesitatingly and go out 
bv the right. 
Tliis change of tactics is 


generally inspired by the prompter, 
who 1ms \vuniud him that he is making 
a wrong exit. 
An oversight in this 


matter has often rendered a thrilling 
incident absurd. Yet toil as he will, the 
prompter is an overworked, unappre- 
ciated person by those in front or be- 
hind the curtain. Tf a .scene bitches, if 
an actor forgets his linos, if the prop- 
erties are not at hand, on him the man- 
ager visits his anger. No employe of a 
thoator has greater responsibilities and 
less appreciation than the prompter.—- 
Kcijnolc.
